COLUM B DISPATCH GIVES 
CONDITIONS ALONG STREAM 


People Mi l e s Away Com­ 
pelled To Keep Windows 
Closed On Hot Nights Be­ 
cause of Tenible Stench— 
Law Asked For By State 
Director of Health Passed 
By Legislature and Signed 
By Governor More Than 
Two Years Ag ). 


The Columbus 
Dispatch Tuesday 
printed 
the first of 
three 
articles 
telling of sanitary conditions along 
the Scioto river south of Columbus. 
The Dispatch says: 
“More than a year ago residents of 
Franklin 
and 
Pickaway 
counties 
along the Scioto river joined in a vio­ 
lent protest against unsanitary condi­ 
tion: prevailing along that stream in 
the vicinity of their homes. 
“Driven almost to desperation by 
the frightful odor which exists dur­ 
ing the hot months of the year, these 
people had .several meetings, the re­ 
sult of which was a formal hearing 
before the Franklin county board of 
health. 
“Efforts in 
directions other 
than 
thru the regular county agency they 
found were of no avail. 
“Specifically, their 
complaint was 
that because of the conditions exist­ 
ing at the Columbus disposal plant, 
located 
near Frank 
road 
on 
the 
river, the stench of sewage pervaded 
the entire section from there south 
along the river. 
“In addition to 
this nuisance, the 
water 
itself 
frequently 
contained 
overflow sewage, which made bathing 
and fishing along the river dangerous 
they claimed. 
“This condition does exist. 
Repre­ 
sentatives 
of the 
state 
board 
of 
health and of the city of Columbus 
admit it. 
The Franklin county board 
of health found this condition exist­ 
ing but was powerless 
to effect an 
immediate remedy. 
“Instead, however, 
that body did 
certify to the state board that com­ 
plaint had been 
made to them 
and 
that such a condition was believed to 
exist. 
“The authority of the county board 
of health 
extends 
only this 
far in 
such matters. 
“Formal 
request 
for 
the 
state 
agency to act in the m atter was made 
last August, almost a year ago. 
In­ 
dividuals had previously protested to 
the state board, but under the law 
the board is not allowed to recognize 
such complaints until they come from 
a duly authorized county or township 
body. 
“Meantime, the condition continued 
to exist, its obnoxiousness depending 
to a great extent on the 
periods of 
dry hot weather. 
During the sum­ 
mer months when rainfall is scarce 
the nuisance becomes greater. 
I hen 
with the rains in the fall, which flush 
out the stream, a more normal, toler­ 
able condition prevails." 
The above article is timely, and it 
is to be hoped will bear fruit. 
I he 
conditions are as bad, or worse, than 
painted by the Dispatch, and this 
state of affairs has existed over a 
period of years. 
Nearly two anc! a half years ago, 
the editor of this newspaper had a 
talk with Dr. John E. Monger, di­ 
rector of the state board of health, 
and who was much interested in hav­ 
ing the Edwards-Davidson bill, “rel­ 
ative to the pollution of streams and 
other bodies of water and the protec­ 
tion of the public health,” passed by 
the Ohio legislature. 
In that conversation, the 
writer, 
who was a member of the senate, 
called the attention of Dr. Monger to 
the almost unbearable conditions ex­ 
isting below Columbus, and cited the 
fact that as far south as Duvall, the 
people living three or four miles from 


the Scioto, in a dry season and on hot 
nights could not open their windows 
because of the stench from the river. 
He said the Edwards-Davidson meas­ 
ure was a “real anti stream pollution 
bill;” and that if it should pass, he 
could and would clean up this stream. 
The bill was passed, but nothing 
i has been done; even tho, as the Dis 
! patch states 
“formal 
request 
was 
j made last August, almost a year 


I ago.”

T hat the bear system for bundling 
alfalfa hay is to lei 
it lie in the 
swath for a few hours and then cure 
it in the windrow, is a fact discov­ 
ered by Professors T. A. Kie.sxelbaoh 
and Arthur Anderson, of Jhe Nebras­ 
ka experiment station. 
Such a plan 
Insures a favorable rare of curing and 
the leas! possible loss of ihe leaves. 
Experiments showed 
that 
alfalfa 
left In the swath until field cured lost 
nearly IO per cent in weight through 
the shattering of the leaves. 
When 
cured entirely in tile windrow or with 
three to six hours initial swath lu r­ 
ing. followed by windrowing, tile loss 
iii weight through leaf shattering was 
only from I to 'J per cent. 
Tests made to determine how long 
it would take for alfalfa hay to he
